Those are some of the things 
which Easter can come to mean for us, over and beyond its great 
actual meaning in history - the Resurrection of our Lord. 


‘In this short letter all I want to share is the fact that the 
cycle of the church year, what I. have called sacred time, can 
have many levels of meaning for our lives. 


May I also use this letter to say thank you to all of you for 
your many cards and gifts to us at Christmas time. I felt the 
Clapper a better vay of doing this than in the bulletin because 
the former goes to everyone. 


I hope this issue of the Clapper finds you well. Lent is once 
again bringing us an excellent Wednesday evening series of 
programs which I hope you can share in. Another aspect of 
parish life is the fact that there are seventeen boys and girls · 
beginning Confirmation preparation.

to some of the community families who look after Entheos and minister 
to the broader Christian community, in other words, to you and me. 
Ministering to you and me means seeing that our creature needs are looked 
after in a simple but charming way, and, more importantly, placing our 
inner selves in a spiritual environment where we can experience a 
relationship with the Creator as revealed in Jesus. The Entheos 
brochure (which hopefully all of us have seen) puts it very wells 
"Entheos is a Christian Interdenominational Center open to all who 
need rest and retreat from the turmoil and tension of twentieth century 
living. It exists so that people can be renewed in body, mind and 
spirit." Most of us now are aware of the sorts of programnes offered at 
Entheos. Some of these are sponsored by the community staff, but most 
still are provided from outside. Bookings are almost solid on weekends 
to the end of 1986, and now that the accomodation facilities are in 
place, the demand can do nothing but increase. Among the programnes 
and special. events advertiged in the latest calendar are marriage 
preparation, exploring the Christian community, retreats, spiritual 
renewal, church leadership workshop, a weekend for parents with handi- 
capped children, family summer progrannes and others.

Dr. Paul Tournier, a distinguished Swiss physician and 
psychiatrist hàs written & very interesting book, based on the 
experiences of his practice. It is entitled "The Meaning of Persons" 
The thing that distinguishes Dr. Tournier's theories from thóse of 
most publishing psychiatrists is that that they are based on a 
deep faith in Christianity while most psychiatric journals are the 
work of professed atheists. 


Dr. Tournier makes a distinction between the person and the 
personage. He says, "The person is the original creation, the 
personage is the automatic routine. One effect of the increasing 
uniformity of life and the crowding of people together in huge 
populations has been to mould vast numbers of them to a standard 
pattern. It is frightening sometimes to watch the crowds go by, 
catching the same bus every day so as to arrive at the same time 
at the same place, office or factory, in order to perform some 
excessively specialized operation, never requiring of them anything 
but the same robot-like movement. They have become merely cogs in 
the machine of production, tools, functions. All that matters is 
what they do, not what they think or feel. "Those who aspire to 
live like real persons, and not like automata find themselves 
caught in the toils of a mass society. Originality struggles 
for a time against this, then grows weary and is extinguished." 


The task of the psychiatrist is of course to help people to 
find their real selves...the person behind the personage. 


Ihe author explains why he, unlike most psychiatirists, has 
& profound belief.in God. Science, he says, although it has done 
remarkable tasks in explaining man and his environment has never 
been able to create life, or even to adequately explain it. This 
life force that is reponsible for creation we call God. Dr. Tournier 
believes that when people accept this truth they are agreat deal 
happier and healthier.

Vhat is a Festival? The dictionary says it is "a time of 
special celebration" or a "time of rejoicing".

My real commitment must have been at that 
time, because when I arrived home (rather late) my life's 
‘partner looked at пе and saw an excitement in my appearance and 
remarked upon it. So began a personal decision - shared - that I 
would help in some way, if it was decided to sponsor a Festival. 


When the decision was made (we were few in number, and rather 
fearful of such a large undertaking) we made a positive choice. 
I knew I. wanted to be part of the "helping" process. Imagine an 
event in which Christians from all walks of life, from various 
denominations, and church congregations in Calgary, gather 
together to learn more about Christ's love for us all, and 
indeed to learn from, and about, one another! Through presenta- 
tions by such people as Dr. Leighton Ford, and Betty Williams, - 
ex~founder of the Movement of Peace People in Northern Ireland, 
we will hopefully learn more of the world's needs for peace, 
justice and love. The Rev. Herb O'Driscoll: is a. consultant for 
'the program, adding his wisdom and experience to the event. 


There will be study groups, denominational booths, music, dance, 
drama to give variety and to highlight our christian heritage. 
‘We should come away with a greater faith in Jesus, because faith 
is knowing and sharing in Jesus' life. Most importantly we will 
. have a greater understanding of God's love for all men and 
women, as we share that love with our Christian family from 
across Canada. Tell your friends about it, and prepare to take 
them with you, as we make "Our common journey in Faith". 


THE OP=IN CENTRE 


At one of our Wednesday evening Lenten 
programs last year we heard a talk by Jim 
Glendon, general manager of the Calgary 
Drop-In Centre. Jim described the function 
of this little oasis of care located in a 
converted garage next to the Langevin Bridge 
on 4th Ave. S.E. For those who don't know 
what I'm talking about, I'd like to add a 
few descriptive words of my own. For the 
past year I have been on the board of director: 
of the Drop-In Centre, and prior to my join- 
ing, Alex Bourne spent a number of years 
on the board. we have been the only Anglicans 
directly involved in this recent past, and 
we think this is an outreach opportunity 
which perhaps more of us in the diocese 
could respond to. 

The Drop-In Centre was established in its present concept 
in 1977 under the auspices of the Càlgary Inter-Faith Organization 
(another of our parishioners, David Stauft, played a key role in 
this) to meet the needs of what the City Social Services Dept. call 
“chronic vagabonds." These are the lonely and alienated people, mostly 
men, who inhabit the inner city area where they simply "exist" in а 
Skid-row atmosphere of decaying hotels and cheap bars. The centre 
meets these people on their own turf, and creates a friendly, unpress- 


ured and compassionate environment where everyone is welcome and 
accepted. It is open six days a week year round and offers food and 
clothing twice daily. The full time staff and volunteers provide 
counselling and advice on request, information about various agencies 
and opportunities for limited recreation and socialization. Up to 

200 people a day are served - 65,000 a year! Funding is provided by 
provincial and civic governments, the United Way, churches and private 
donations. In addition, food clothing, medicine and other essential 
items are supplied by churches, individuals, businesses and civic 
community organizations.

UGANDA t: Bishop Howell Davies of the Diocese of Karamoja has sent news about a 
very challenging project. among the isolated Karamojong cattle camps which is 
supported by the Primate's World Relief and Development Fund: 

"Well, plans are all laid for reaching out to where the warriors are: the 
cattle camps. But the camps are still "sensitive" to outsiders, they are subject 
to attack, and they launch cattle raids against others....attacks from army 
helicopters have further postponed trustful contacts." 

This project aims to reduce mental and social isolation and promote 
peaceful coexistence with neighbours through teaching agricultural models, primary 
health care and veterinary care in cattle camps. 


Bishop Davies also writes thet "everywhere throughout the region the folk 
have been digging and planting in hope of a bumper harvest." He asks us to 
pray that „Спе Kotido area will receive enough rain to produce seed in bulk for 
next year's planting of its special "drylands" sorghum. Planting of sorghum is 
part of the Karemoja Seeds Storage Scheme, supported by the Primate's Fund, which 
hopes to provide strategic storage stocks during bumper crop years to meet both 


' growing demand and emergencies following poor harvests. 


MALAYSIA: Describing one city church in Malaysia, Dulcie Abraham, a retired 
lecturer and theology student from that country who recently visited Canada in the 
Dioceses of. Montreal, Athabasca and Qu'Appelle, commented: "Everybody drives 
up in their limousines and gets down and goes to church and gets back into their 
cars and drives home. Very littie participation in the troubles around us, kind 
of alienated, and I don't think it's a growing church, realiy." 

But .ав an example of another face of the Christian Church in Malaysia, she 
deseribed the work of the Rev. David Batumalai, a convert from Hinduism who "saw 
in Christianity the Christ of deliverance from oppression." Batumalai, who grew 
up on a Malaysien rubber estate himself, knew that children on these remote, rural 
estates == whose parents were brought there as indented labourers from South India 
by thé British == ћад almóS8t no chance for éducation. Не set up hostels near the 
city centre so these children could go to school. Some of the children from the 
hostels have gone on to medical school and come back during their vacations to 
‘tutor the next lot of children. This, Dulcie says, is part of the work of the 
Anglican Church in the rural areas and "the section of the Anglican Church which 
is growing."

You will recall that the purpose of A.I.M. was to raise funds over three to five yei 
бо be expended over eight to ten years. This has enabled us to achieve a period of 
financial stability and has provided time to plan a responsible financial strategy fo 
the continuing and new work made possible by contributions to A.I.M. 


А special financial consultation with representatives from nearly every diocese was 
held early in March and a process of financial planning is now underway which I am 
convinced will enable our Church not only to maintain work which has been initiated 
but to extend it. Further steps will be taken at General Synod in June of this year. 

IE is my conviction that responsible planning is one of the best ways to say 
"thank you". to you aid many thousands like you whose contributions have helped to 
strengthen our Church. |

ШЕ, CYPRIAN, BY DIVINE PERMISSION, BISHOP OF CALGARY, do 
hereby under the provisions of the Canon on Parochial Organization, 
erect and form into a Parish, to be known as the Church of England 
Parish of Christ Church, Elbow Perk, Calgary, the district hereinafter 
defined, that is to say: 

To consist of the southeast quarter of Section 9 and the whole of 
Section 4, Township 24, Range 1, West of the Sth Meridian. 


These simple words signed and sealed by Bishop Cyprian Pinkham on 
August 8th, 1912 started the history of yet another parish and plans are 
now underway to celebrate his action and the 75th Anniversary of Christ 
Church, Elbow Park. it is planned that the celebration will centre on the 
period, August 1977 into January 1988 in recognition of the formation of 
the Parish in August 1912 and the first service held in the newly 
completed basement in January, 1913. 

A 75th Anniversary Committee is going ahead with plans for this 
most important event but it seeks input from all parishoners, former 
parishoners and friends who over the years looked on Christ Church as 
their parish home, scout hall, community hall or simply as the friendly 
warm place at the foot of Christ Church Hill.

I is written by a husband and wife team, Merton Pe and A. Irene 
Strommen, and is titled “Five Cries of Parents. by this, the 
authors mean five areas in which the parents today are crying for 
help. 


The authors state the purpose of the book. They say, "This 
book is addressed to parents and other adults who are 'in-the parent- 
ing role with children and adolescents. Its purpose is to provide 
& rationale for parenting, to encourage reflection, and to supply 
clear directions regarding the help parents may need," 


The Strommens were engaged in an extensive Adolescent- 
Parent Survey, and their ideas are based on the factual and often 
alarming information acquired in this survey, The statistics 
presented apply, of course, to the United States, but we in 
Canada I believe, are fooling ourselves if we think we аге immune 
to these problems. 


The authors present many thought-provoking ideas to us, 
Such as: "The failure to achieve love and intimacy is almost 
always due to the inability of the persons to deal creatively with 
anger. Marriage and family living generates in normal people 
more anger than they experience in any other social situation 
in which they habitually find themselves. The overwhelming 
majority of family members know of only two ways of dealing with 
anger - to vent it or supress it. Both of these methods are de- 
structive." The authors offer constructive ways of dealing with 
this problem. | | 


The authors final word to us iss "This book has identified 


five desires or cries of parents. kach cry represents a a parent 
reaching out in order to become a better parent. Each ery focuses 

on а basic issue in the home. And each ery points to a highly 
significant and available source of Strength. This book addresses 

‚ parents in a day of epidemics - a time when social diseases are laying 
claim to an increasing number of adolescents. Rather than try 
protecting our child from the toxins of life, we should concentrate 
on strengthening the inner life of the child. |

TREASURER'S REPORT 
SPRING 1986 


. Rach end every spring and summer we run into the same cash shortage 

bind. All parishoners take pride in Christ Church, the worship, the music, the 
friendship, the programs. Yet there is a curious lack of. financial committment 
to the Parish and this shows UP most notably in the spring and the summer 
months. The primary area that suffers is the physical plant. Normal repair 
and maintenance, which should be done in the summer, is deferred until "next 


year". 


I’m a little bit angry as 1 write this. Because of this lack of financial 
support, Í zm on my way to gee our Loans officer to try and explein why the 
parish of Christ Church in Elbow Park has to look to the bank and pot to the 
members to make ends meet. 1 don’t have a roof or a boiler as an excuse. 


Why is it so difficult for Anglicans to give their spiritual community 
financial support? 


Let me attempt to come out of this in a positive way- 


Your tax return and your giving to Christ Church are linked. For every 
dollar that you give to the Parish, the government reduces your taxes by 
anywhere from 16 to 49 cents (depending on your tax bracket). If you are in a 
30% tex bracket and you give $1, only 70 cents will come out of your own 
pocket. When you made your pledge in the fall did mean to offer $1 or 70 
cents? | 


ТЕ your intent was to offer 1$ then you cen safely give the Parish $1.43. 
In the spring Mr. Wilson will reduce your taxes by 43 cents. Voila, you have 
offered and given $i. .

The March 1986 Synod agreed to a plan to raise special interim 
'bridging' funds in order that the Executive Assistant position can be filled 
in 1986. These supplementary funds will taper down over a four-year period 
until, by 1990, the position will be fully funded through the general parish 
apportionment system. | 


The special funding committee appointed by the Bishop has, to date, 
raised from individuals across the Diocese, cash and pledges totalling more 
than $46,000.00 of the required $130,000.00 in ‘bridging’ funds. Іп order 


that every Anglican is offered the opportunity to contribute to this special 
project this approved notice is appearing in pew leaflets across the Diocese. 


Please give your serious consideration to making either a one-time 
donation or a three-year pledge to this project. All donations are confiden- 
tial and tax deductible.
